Russia Minister Would 
Consider War Prevention

GENEVA, April 1.—The question 
of limitation of armaments should 
be separated from the question of 
the establishment of an Internation- 


jal organization for the prevention of 


war, in the opinion of M. Tehitch- 
erin, the Russian Soviet minister of 
foreign affairs, expressed in his re- 
|ply to a request of the League of 
|Nations for Russia's viewpoint on 
the pact of mutual guarantees elab- 
orated at the last assembly of the 
league.

trouble, 

Tt has been that way for geners- 
tlons. My grandfather, Michael Do 
heny, was embroiled im the Irish 
Revolution of '48. My father, Patrick 
Doheny, became a political refugee 

And now I find myself facing 
trouble of another kind, But I shuii 
get out of jt just as honorable as did 
they. 

My dad was only 16 when he was 
forced to flee. Ho went to Canada 
and became a seal fisher in Baffin's 
Bay. It was arduous work, but “iy 
father stuck to it for ten years. 


After his marriage to a St. Johns | 


school teacher, he went to Wiscon- 
sin. 

He lost an eye, suffered other In- 
juries, and had to settle down to 
peaceful gardening. 

I was born in 1858 at Fond du 
Lac, a saw-mill town in those days 
There were seven children in the 
family, but there is only one lett 
now. 

When I hearg that my brother, a 
year and a half my senior, was to 
«0 to school, I wanted to go, too. At 
first there was some objections, but 
then my father sald I could learn to 
talk there—if nothing else—and, at 
any rate, I would be out of the way 
at home, 

So they let me go, although I was 
only three years and four months 
old. 

“Red Squirrel” the teacher called 
me, for I was a little shaver with a 
sorrel top, and kept hopping around 
most of the time. 

The teachers sald I was portical'y 
inclined, had a good memory, was 
good at mathematics, but poor a: 
chemistry—although a knowledge ot 
the last became of the greatest im- 
portance in my later work, 


After schoo! hours T always found 
My dad uaw to 


I got a job In a saw mill during 
the summer vacation when I wae 
13. My special work was running a 
jknot-saw, for which service 1 go 
}65 cente a day—and a sear on mv 
jright hand, Only a bit of luck proe- 
vented mo from losing several fin- 
| gers, 

I surely was proud of my Injury 
It put me in the class with the other 
\hbovs of the town who had been hurt 
in their work-—and there were many 
jot them, 

| The nexts ummer one of the first 
}sugar beet factories in’ America was 
jopened at Fond du Lac. I got a jov 
in the flelds. The man in charge was 
like a real overseer, for he drove tis 
boys like #0 many slaves, Down the 
jlong rows of beets we went, 60 or 
}66 in a line, working our loos wee- 
ling We had to work quickly; or else 
jthe lads behind would close in and 
{prod us with their hoes. 

For all this each of us recelyod 
50 centa a day. 

But life was too pleasant to let a 
|hard-driving overseer spoil it We 
were atl veritable Muck Winns—- 
j swimming, fishing, getting into mia- 
jchief, When we had a fence to paint. 
|we invariably connived to make ths 
other fellow do it. 

Hardly a menth went by during 
ithe summer months without somo 
boy drowning. Tho water was deep. 
and the floating logs made it trea. 
cherous. But that made the sport 
more alluring. 

Louis Pelletier was my side-kick 
in those days, I don't know wht 
happened to him ‘ater, for soon 
came a parting of the ways. 

I had a dream of going west!
